PORTLAND, Ore.. (AP)—The 
team that won in New Hamp­ 
shire i3 hearing heady reports 
in Oregon as it prepares to try 
and shape an image of Henry 
Cabot Lodge as the Republican 
who can capture the presidency. 
“ A little too heady,” said 
David Goldberg, 34, Boston at­ 
torney and field director for the 
Draft Lodge campaign. 
The team hasn’t even started 
to work and already Lodge is 
in first place in some Oregon 
polls as well as in national 
samplings. 
Pollster Louis Harris said his 


survey indicates Lodge is a big 
favorite among Oregon Repub­ 
lican voters and stands to gain 
a greater victory than he did in 
the New* Hampshire presiden­ 
tial primary last month. 
Harris’ poll showed Lodge has 
46 per cent of the Republican 
voters in Oregon, Richard M. 
Nixon 17, Sen. Barry Coldwater 
14, Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
13, Gov. William Scranton 4 and 
Sen. Margaret Chase Smith I. 
H am s listed 5 per cent of the 
voters as still undecided.

Southeast Asia Treaty Organiza­ 
tion nations

Foreign ministers of Austra­ 
lia, Pakistan, Thailand and the 
Philippines outlined opposition 
to the French idea at a closed 
session. 
Informants said the consensus 
among the four ministers was 
ihat neutralization would not ef­ 
fectively deter Communist in­ 
roads in Southeast Asia, par­ 
ticularly 
in embattled South 
Viet Nam. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
expressed U.S. opposition to the 
French proposal at the first ses­ 
sion Monday and won support 
from Britain and New Zealand, 
both SEATO members.

Sources 
said Foreign Minister Maurice 
Couve de Murville advanced no 
specific suggestions for effective 
neutralization of Southeast Asia 
Foreign minister Sir Garfield 
Barwick of Australia summed 
up his view on “the abstract 
idea of neutralization” by citing 
the case of Laos and its coali­ 
tion of right-wing, left-wing and 
neutralist factions. 
Barwick said the Laotian gov­ 
ernment triumvirate, which has 
not functioned for the past year 
because of a boycott by the pro­ 
communist Pathet Lao member 
was not encouraging.

—Eight persons were injured, 
several seriously, today when 
a rocket engine being joined 
with a space payload ignited in

NASA said eight persons were 
injured, several seriously. They 
were rushed by Air Force am­ 
bulance to hospitals In nearby 
Cocoa Beach and Patrick Air 
Force Base. 
Sidney Dagle was reported in 
critical condition at Cape Can­ 
averal Hospital in Cocoa Beach. 
L.D. Gabel was reported satis­ 
factory. The other six were 
taken to Patrick, where at least 
one was reported critical. 
The Air Force reported “This 
is the first serious incident of 
its kind in 14 years of opera­ 
tions and over 1,400 missile 
launchings” at Cape Kennedy. 
A total of IO persons have 
died in accidents on the Cape 
since it began operation in 1950. 
One died when a flare pack­

during

Nine 
others received minor injuries 
in the accident. 
Three men have been killed 
in falls from missile gantries 
and one in a fall from a ladder 
while servicing a Snark missile.

Review of Yankee Reds 
U.S. Communist Party 
Feeble but Dangerous 


EDITOR S NOTE—The Com­ 
munist party in the 
United 
States has never had an easy 
row to hoe. Now it is old and 
feeble, but still dangerous. In 
the first of a series of four arti­ 
cles on the party’s rise and fall, 
an AP specialist tells of the los­ 
ing battle to keep up with Stal­ 
in’s twists and turns.

At eye-level, outside a grubby 
three - story building on New 
York’s W. 26th St., you can see 
at a glance why the Communist 
party in the United States is 
gasping for breath. You can al­ 
most hear the death rattle these 
days. 
Attached to the building is a 
copy of the party’s paper, the 
Worker, in admiring imitation 
of Moscow’s institution of “wall 
newspapers.” 
Through its 45 raucous years 
the party—it calls itself by the 
initials CPUSA — undeviatingly 
echoed the Soviet prototype in 
every flip, flop, twist and turn. 
That was its real sickness. 
Only 25 years ago, helped by 


a depression and imminence of 
World War II, the CPUSA could 
flex 
muscle 
in 
innumerable 
hair - raising enterprises. 
Its 
membership was close to 100,- 
000, its sympathizers perhaps IO 
times that. 
Today, its leaders command a 
ragtag organization of 4,000 to 
7,000, deserted by many mili­ 
tants who turned against it in 
total disillusion. Remaining are 
many in their 40s and 50s, con­ 
fused and tired after long post­ 
war years of buffering from 
events and from Moscow itself. 
What happened to the party? 
A bitter ex-Communist sums 
it up: “All of a sudden, nothing 
made sense.” 
But the party is not yet dead. 
Its very weakness today can 
generate the desperation which 
can make it a dangerous nui­ 
sance. It remains a potential 
pool for spying or even sabo­ 
tage, although it seems obvious 
that these days the Russians do 
not trust American Communists 
and even hold the U.S. party in 
contempt.

To Antidumping Act of 7927 


Has Tax Cut 
Been Felt Yet 
By Retailers? 


Congressman William H. Har­ 
sha, Ohio 6th District, today an­ 
nounced that he has introduced 
an amendment to the Antidump­ 
ing Act of 1921 w h i c h con­ 
tains newly revised and modi­ 
fied provision that a r e urgent­ 
ly required to ensure effective 
operation of the Act and vital­ 
ly n e e d e d relief against dis­ 
ruption of our markets by the 
dumping of foreign imports. 
Harsha said his amendment 
( w h i c h supersedes the anti­ 
dumping bill he introduced in 
the first session of the 88th 
Congress) is aimed at plugging 
loopholes and improving pro­ 
cedures in the present U. S. an­ 
tidumping legislation. He add­ 
ed that it is “consisted with the 
objective of the Antidumping 
Act which is to prevent foreign 
manufacturers f r o m 
injuring 
American industries by selling 
their goods in this country at 
prices below those charged in 
the exporting country.” 
The proposed amendment, he 
pointed out, would not alter the

Sen. Lausche Deplores 
Civil Rights Violence 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Frank J. Lausche, D-Ohio, said 
today civil rights leaders must 
achieve their goals “within the 


Expansion Act of 1962. 
Congressman Harsha explain­ 
ed that the new amendment is 
necessary because, subsequent 
to the introduction of antidump­ 
ing legislation in 1963, disturb­ 
ing determinations of the Trea­ 
sury Department and the Tar­ 
iff Commission made it clear 
that additional statutory guide­ 
lines 
are 
required 
if 
relief 
against dumping is to be mean­ 
ingful and not frustrated in the 
administration of the Act. T h e 
bill has been referred to the 
House Ways and Means C o rn- 
mittee. 
Harsha said the new amend­ 
ment has the backing of such 
industries as aluminum, cement, 
chemical, c o p p e r and brass, 
electrical and electronics, phar­ 
maceutical, steel, synthetic fab­ 
rics and textiles, wire and cable 
and other industries. In addi­ 
tion, broad support continues 
to be given by the American 
Mining Congress and s o m e 
labor unions. 
Stressing that concern for fair 
and effective operation of the 
Antidumping 
Act 
has 
never 
been greater, Harsha indicated 
that, as the quantities of foreign 
merchandise dumped in this 
c o u n t r y have increased, so 
have the number of American 
industries and employes that 
have been injured or threaten­ 
ed by the spread of this “per­ 
nicious and unfair trade prac­ 
tice.” 
In recent years there has been 
a dramatic increase in dump­ 
ing which has cut profits, caus­ 
ed unemployment and hurt or 
balance of payments, he said. 
With attention being focused 
currently on international trade 
relations and the forthcoming 
round of tariff negotiations, as 
well as the possible establish­ 
ment of an international agree­ 
ment on dumping, the O h i o 
R e p r e s e n t a t i v e empha­ 
sized that it is now essential for 
Congress to reaffirm the sound 
principles contained in the U.S. 
Antidumping act. 
According to Harsha, “t h e 
new antidumping measure is ut 


is next to nothing. From a se­ 
curity standpoint even a hand­ 
ful of fanatics would have a big 
capacity for mischief, especial­ 
ly in time of deep crisis or war 
To ex-Communists, to sophis 
Heated European Communists, 
even to Soviet Communists, the 
CPUSA is a sorry spectacle 
The disillusioned ones blame 
the Russians. 
Said 
one 
ex-Communist 
“There should never have been 
a Communist party in America. 
The big mistake was believing 
that what was true of Russia 
was true of the United States. 
It took us until we reached our 
40s to realize this error.” 
The CPUSA, increasingly un 
able to excuse its existence in 
the light of the U.S living stand­ 
ards 
and 
American 
social 
gains, 
was 
constantly 
bewil­ 
dered and tortured by changes 
of Soviet policy. Finally the ac­ 
cumulated straws strained the 
camel’s back to the breaking 
point. 
The party was born to vio­ 
lence. As soon as it was formed 
in 1919, a faithful copy of the 
Bolshevik party, it was involved 
in widespread violence marking 
the economic depression after 
World War I. To its banner 
streamed the insecure people, 
home - grown radical groups, 
young men fired by the notion 
that an elite corps could dictate 
to its elders, dominate the na­ 
tion and cure all ills. 
As economic troubles eased, 
the party weakened, though it 
still could 
make trouble by 
sponsorship of causes and m ar­ 
tyrs. 
And 
when 
the 
1930s 
brought a catastrophic depres­ 
sion, the CPUSA had a new 
lease on life. 
Writers, artists, theater peo­ 
ple, 
inteleituals streamed into 
the party. The glittering names 
created a strong urge to con­ 
form with the nonconformists. 
But the party already was hav­ 
ing Kremlin trouble. 
Stalin decided that the time 
for revolution in America was at 
hand. Communist leader Jay 
Lovestone in the United States 
felt the party wasn’t ready to 
lead the uprising. Stalin de­ 
nounced him and he was thrown 
out. The sin of “Lovestoneism” 
was born. 
Under the late William Z. 
Foster, labor leader turned Bol­ 
shevik, and Kansas-born Earl 
Browder, 
the 
party 
followed 
Moscow in all things. Guided by 
Moscow, the party denounced 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
as a “Fascist.” After the United 
States 
recognized 
the 
Soviet 
Union, 
Stalin 
called for 
a 
change of tune. Overnight, to 
Communits, 
President 
Roose­ 
velt became a “liberal Dem­ 
ocrat.” 
As the Spanish civil war, a 
rehearsal for Soviet and Nazi 
arms, set the stage for World 
War II, Communists prospered 
with 
antiwar 
slogans. 
They 
even came close to forming a 
common front with extreme iso­ 
lationists. Then came a heavy 
blow. Stalin signed a nonaggres­ 
sion pact with Nazi Germany. 
That cost the party heavily in 
leaders and intellectual follow­ 
ers. Many artists, writers and 
theatrical people turned away 
in dismay as Stalin’s act pro­ 
duced the signal for World War 
II.

NEW YORK (AP) — Boosts 
in take-home pay from the fed­ 
eral 
income tax cut haven’t 
shown up in retail sales as 
quickly as expected. Or have 
they? The official figures say 
no. But this time the statistics 
are even more complicated than 
usual 
and 
more 
subject 
to 
tricky interpretations. 
Bankers suspect many citi­ 
zens just added to their savings 
in March while deciding what to 
do with the windfall that be­ 
gan showing up in pay checks. 
Others think the approaching in­ 
come tax settlement deadline 
was a deterrent to spending. 
Merchants aren’t sure. They 
point out that the official fig­ 
ures of the Department of Com­ 
merce showing a drop in retail 
sales from Febru- ry had to be 
adjusted this March to seasonal 
variations 
that 
may conceal 
part of the story. 
Others think that comparisons 
with February 
spending 
are 
further 
complicated 
by 
that 
month’s most unusual shopping- 
doy pattern (five Saturdays) 
and by a possible psychological 
quirk of consumers who spent 
more than usual this February 
because of the expected take- 
home pay increases. 
The Department of Commence 
says that seasonally adjustei 
the March retail store sale1 
were $21.1 billion, down I per 
cent from the February record 
This still put March 4 per cen'

An early Easter may have af­

this. Larger sales by food stores 
were the brightest feature of 
March.

Bankers note that in the 
past consumers often have tak­ 
en a while to change spending 
habits after any sudden rise in 
income. The bankers say that 
usually a large part of any 
windfall goes at first into sav­ 
ings. 
But if March didn’t meet all 
of the high hopes for it, the sub­ 
stantial gains for the first quar­ 
ter as a whole feed the belief 
that the first half of the year 
will set records. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
immediate reaction to Monday’ 
erroneous 
report that 
Sovie 
Premier Khrushchev had died 
was an accurate foretaste of 
exactly what Americans will be 
asking when he does die. 
It was “what now?” Monday 
and it will be “what now?” 
then. 
The Western world cannot 
help being 
haunted 
by 
the 
thought that Khrushchev’s suc­ 
cessor, when the time comes, 
may turn out to be not another 
Khrushchev but another Stalin, 
or an imitation of him. 
Stalin was a nightmare: un­ 
predictable, relentless, ruthless 
and obsessed with a determin 
ation, even a compulsion, to 
impose 
communism 
wherever 
he could as fast as he dared. 
He died in 1953. 
Communism 
under 
Khru­ 
shchev —- at least 
the 
Rus 
sian kind, as distinguished from 
that of the Red Chinese — looks 
less sick and, from the West 
era view, has taken a more en­ 
durable turn. 
Not that there weren’t bad 
moments 
under 
Khrushchev 
who was just as much a Com­ 
munist as Stalin and tried his 
luck at the old man’s game. The 
Berlin wall is an example. Put­ 
ting missiles in Cuba is anoth­ 
er. 
He knew the United States 
and the Soviet Union could des 
troy each other in a nuclear war 
But he had to find out if this 
country was willing to risk it 
The Cuban missiles were his 
supreme test. 
Once he found the answer was 
yes—when President John F 
Kennedy met the challenge and 
backed him down—Khrushchev 
subsided, 
has 
been 
purring 
since. 
He has been well - balanced 
enough to accommodate him 
self to a reality: that bluster 
won’t work and war is unthink 
able. This requires the Soviet 
Union to be less belligerent, less 
reckless. 


The alternative is obvious: 
the Soviet Union must concen­ 
trate more of its energies on 
building a Communist society 
that can try to match or outdo 
the West in comforts and thus 
make communism more attrac­ 
tive through affluence than con­ 
flict. 
Last week he said in effect 
he prefers prosperity to revolu­ 
tion. It is over the Soviet Un­ 
ion’s diminishing hostilities that 
the Red Chinese are supposed to 
be outraged. The roots go deep­ 
er. 
The nationalism of the Soviet 
Union and China is stronger than 
their communism. Their antag­ 
onisms go far back. Only in this 
context can their so - called 
ideological 
differences 
make 
sense, for most of that is double- 
talk. 
But it was Khrushchev him­ 
self who split the Communist 
world before the Chinese hit it 
with an ax. And in this, Khru­ 
shchev no doubt was compelled 
not by idealism but by contem-

tered. Party members every­ 
where became confused. Differ 
ences followed, Moscow could 
be disagreed with. Khrushchev 
confirmed this point over the 
weekend. 
Thus, as the Soviet Union lost 
its absolute control over world 
communism, it was no longer 
the single - willed monster of 
Stalin. The chance is there for 
growth in new directions. 
But a new Stalin, by some re­ 
turn to terror and through prop­ 
aganda, might try to turn the 
Soviet Union back into a bellig­ 
erent direction.

danger in Khrushchev’s death. 
What is still unknown about 
the Soviet Union is now much 
power the party chieftains have 
in choosing a successor and con­ 
trolling policy.

Truck Pact 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) — 
Ohio’s first formal agreement 
under new motor vehicle reci­ 
procity laws has been signed 
with Pennsylvania, Atty. Gen. 
William Saxbe announced today. 
“Under the agreement,” Sax­ 
be said, “Ohio carriers will re­ 
ceive tax treatment equal to 
that afforded carriers of Penn­ 
sylvania and other states.” 
The agreement enables Ohio 
truckers subject to Pennsylvan­ 
ia’s gross receipts tax to ob­ 
tain credit against their tax lia­ 
bility, he explained.

t h r o u g h . But what other problem s 
m ight m an raise if he tried to mold his 


children's characteristics? Who would 
determ ine 
the 
desirable 
features? 
Would life becom e a m echanical night­ 
m are? 
For now these are flights of fancy, 
because the control of evolution w i l l 
rem ain theoretical for m any, m a n y 
generations to com e. But if such an ab­ 
ility ever gets out of the laboratory, it 
w ill raise social problem s of im m ense 
m agnitude. This points again to the im ­ 
portance of never letting zeal for ad­ 
vancing the physical sciences obscure 
the need to prepare for the social con­ 
sequences. 
It calls for also advancing the hu­ 
m anities — the social sciences, litera­ 
ture, philosophy and other studies con­ 
cerned with how m an gets along with 
him self and his environm ent. M a n 
needs these, too, to keep his balance in 
a world where m aterialistic gains often 
seem to overpower human values.

Demand for Coins 


A soaring dem and for coins continues 
to plague the U. S. Treasury D epart­ 
m ent, and the latest word is that at the 
present rate the public and business 
will feel a critical shortage in two or 
three years. 
The Philadelphia and Denver m ints 
are already a year behind, although 
they are operating around the clock 
five days a week and the Treasury is 
pressing Congress for an additional 
$500,000 to run them nonstop through 
w eekends as well. 
The Treasury also awaits appropria­ 
tion of the $30 m illion authorized for 
a new m int in Philadelphia which w ill 
take three years to build. 
A decade ago the picture w as the re­ 
verse. Production in Philadelphia and 
in Denver w as reduced in May 1954 be­ 
cause of “an excess coin inventory in 
the country.” When the 
101-year-old 
San F ancisco Mint w as closed in 1955 


because it w as outmoded, the m int di 


rector held it w asn’t needed anyway. 


In recent years record business ac­ 


tivity and a proliferation of coin-operat­ 


ed m achines have been gobbling m oney 


faster th a n ever. The enormous de­ 
mand for John F. Kennedy half dol­ 
lars has added a new factor, since m il­ 
lions will probably be kept as m em en­ 
toes. The 1964 quota — 91 m illion pieces 
— is only a slim fraction of the 4.1 bil­ 
lion new coins scheduled for the year, 
however. 
Silver dollars, not m inted since 1935 
but of which a half billion were in cir­ 
culation and in governm ent stockpiles 
a decade ago, have all but disappeared 
into coin collections. A recent run on 
the Treasury denuded it of all but three 
m illion, wTiich it decided to keep. Con­ 
gress has turned thum bs down on a 
proposal to m int m ore.

He Wants To Own 300 Hotels

NEW YORK (AP)—At 67, E r­ 
nest Henderson, a dry, spare 
proper Bostonian with deep-set 
blue eyes, has two goals left. 
He’d like to write a hit song, 
and he’d like to operate a bil­ 
lion-dollar system of 300 hotels. 
“I don’t know when I’ll turn 
out a popular song that is real­ 
ly popular—although I did get 
a $1.65 royalty check for one,” 
he said. ‘‘But we hope to have 
the 300 hotels in IO or a dozen 
years.” 
As 
chairman 
of 
Sheraton 
Corp. of America, he now oper­ 
ates a system of 90 hotels with 
some 36,000 rooms that served 
15 million guests and did a bus­ 
iness of $234 million in 1963. 
Henderson and his Harvard 
classmate, Robert Moore, co­ 
founder of the Sheraton system, 


became innkeepers by accident. 
In 1937 they were in the busi­ 
ness of building battery radios. 
As an investment they bought 
control of a small real estate 
investment trust for $10,000. 
“One of the properties turned 
out to be a hotel — and we’ve 
been in the field ever since,” 
said Henderson. In 27 years he 
and Moore parlayed their $10,- 
000 into an empire with assets 
of $350 million, 24,000 employes 
and about 19,000 stockholders. 
The two partners direct their 
enterprises from a small, old­ 
fashioned 
office 
they 
share 
which overlooks Boston harbor. 
Henderson has a simple, di­ 
rect business philosophy: “When 
you work at something, you like 
to see something come out of 
it—results.”

Are Intellectuals Intelligent? 
By John Chamberlain 


Senator Fulbright’s recent re­ 
marks about unfreezing our atti­ 
tudes t o w a r d foreign affairs 
have received 
high 
m a r k s 
among intellectuals. 
But what do the intellectuals 
mean when they speak of un- 
f r e e z i n g ? The new turns in 
world e v e n t s of the past year 
or so have not been such that 
Khrushchev can cheer a b o u t 
them. His country has had to ad­ 
mit that t h i r t y years of Mar­ 
xist agricultural policy haven’t 
yet succeeded in feeding t h e 
nation. In Hungary, the general 
air of dissatisfaction has caused 
Khrushchev to make a tacit pro­ 
mise of more goulash. In Latin 
America Castroism has receded 
a bit, w i t h Venezuela a n d 
Brazil taking the lead in resist­ 
ing infiltration. And the House 
of Marxism is itself fatally di­ 
vided, with the Red Chinese 
growing more uppity by the min­ 
ute. 
Toss all this into the hopper, 
and you might very well come 
out of it with a new and hopeful 
foreign 
policy. 
But 
do 
Ful- 
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(bright and the intellectuals who 
I follow him r e a l l y want any­ 
thing new? Aren’t they really 
calling for a r e t u r n to th e 
Henry Wallace attitude of t h e 
late nineteen forties, when the 
intellectuals were insisting that 
the sole reason for the C o l d 
War was to be found in western 
distrust of Stalin's motives? 
Actually, I trust Khrushchev 
to behave much more circum­ 
spectly d u r i n g the next fe w 
months and maybe years than 
S t a l i n ever behaved. I think 
the man does want a better 
break for R u s s i a n and even 
H u n g a r i a n consumers. But 
Khrushchev’s needs are o u r 
opportunities. We can, if we are 
truly flexible, bargain the Sov­ 
iets r i g h t out of the western 
hemisphere. And we m i g h t 
even David - Harum them into 
relaxing their grip on eastern 
Europe. 
Alas, I see no reason to think 
that the intellectuals want it this 
way. The record is that, how­ 
ever intellectual they may be, 
they are not intelligent in their 
perception of the natural world. 
I have just had the privilege of a 
look at a g i g a n t i c book by 
James J. Martin that is schedul­ 
ed for publication by the Devin- 
Adair Company of New Y o r k 
some time next Fall. It is to be 
c a l l e d “American Liberalism 
and World Politics, 1931-1941,” 
and it c o n s i s t s of a volum­ 
inous investigation of what our 
i n t e l l e c t u a l s were saying 
throughout the decade that led 
to U. S. involvement in World 
War IL Reading the long man­ 
uscript has been a most sober­ 
ing experience, for it is a stu­ 
pendous 
record 
of 
mistakes, 
bad guesses and incredible som­ 
ersaults. 
For example, the intellectuals 
began the decade of the Thirt­ 
ies as pacifists. When the dec­ 
ade came to an end they were 
howling for war. 
They began the decade with 


an onslaught of munitions mak- 
jers as “merchants of death” . 
They ended the decade with a 
despairing cry for more arm a­ 
ments. 
They began the decade by crit­ 
icizing the “ Morgan loans” to 
the countries that became our 
World War I allies. They de­ 
nounced the T r e a t y of Ver­ 
sailles. They said “never again” 
to involvement in European pol­ 
itics. They refused 
to follow 
Secretary of State Henry Stim­ 
son in c a l l i n g for sanctions 
against Japan in the first Man­ 
churian crisis. By the end of the 
decade they had reversed them­ 
selves on these and all the other 
propositions stemming from the 
“revisionist” 
attitude 
toward 
World War I. 
Finally, they began the dec­ 
ade with a prejudice in favor of 
Rooseveltian economic nation­ 
alism. They e n d e d it with a 
call for One World. 
Now, the big case against the 
intellectuals does not rest on 
whether they were right at one 
end of the decade rather than 
the other. M a y b e some of 
the flipflops that occurred were 
all to the good. But the p o i n t 
is this: the war that the intel­ 
lectuals finally brought them­ 
selves to accept had issues — 
and one of the issues was t h e 
emergence of crusading Com­ 
munism on the world stage. It 
is still fighting to expand in 
Southeast Asia, in Africa, in It­ 
aly and in the Caribbean. What 
to do about it? The intellectuals 
seem to think that if you treat 
;Communist expansiveness nice­ 
ly, it will subside like a tabby 
cat and go to sleep. 
Maybe, maybe. But when have 
the intellectuals e a r n e d the 
trust of reasonably Intelligent 
men?

Authority over Sewage 
Plants Given in Ruling 


Castro Rebuff 
Of U.S. Cited 


Fulbright Theory 
Comes under Fire 


N E W YORK (A P )—The Unit­ 
ed States tried to offer aid and 
cooperation to Prime Minister 
Fidel Castro’s Cuban regime 
just before he turned to the So­ 
viet Union in 1960, a scholar of 
Cuban affairs reported today. 
Castro seemed interested in 
the offer at first, but then re­ 
buffed it and .went into negoti­ 
ations with Anastas I. Mikoyan, 
a Soviet first deputy premier, 
it was said. 
The information, said to be 
still secret, is contained in an 
article by Theodore Draper in 
today’s issue of the “New Lead­ 
er,” a liberal biweekly of news 
and opinion. 
Draper has done research on 
Cuban-American 
relations 
for 
Harvard and Columbia univer­ 
sities. 
In the magazine article, Dra­ 
per offers a rebuttal to com 
ments on Cuba made by Sen. 
J. William Fulbright, D-Ark., in 
his March 25 speech on “Old 
Myths and New Realities.” 
Draper reports that Havana 
began a “ search for offers” to 
displace the United States in 
the Cuban market. The search

up 
in 
the 
economic 
agreement 
with 
Mikoyan, 
signed on Feb. 13, 1960, he said. 
Fulbright, who is chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, had said the admin­ 
istration’s attempt to organize 
a boycott of Cuba had failed. 
Drapei defends the attempt 
to injure Cuba’s economy and 
says Fulbright “could not have 
chosen a more unfortunate mo­ 
ment” to give the Cuban gov­ 
ernment a psychological lift. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—City 
and general health districts lack 
authority to require approval of 
sewage treatment plans, Atty.

A 30-page opinion to Geauga

Prosecutor Edwin

Hofstetter made these points: 
1. Municipalities have no au­ 
thority to require local approval 
of plans and specifications for 
sewage treatment and public 
water facilities, but do have 
such authority in regard to gar­ 
bage disposal plants. 
2. County commissioners have 
authority to require approval of 
plans for sewage treatment, wa 
ter supply and garbage and ref 
use disposal plants to be owned 
and operated by the county, or 
on a public utility basis and con- 
structed outside municipal cor­ 
porations. 
3. Once county commissioners 
have approved plans for sewage 
treatment, water supply 
and 
sewage disposal facilities, they 
have no authority through their 
county sanitary engineer to re­ 
quire approval of more detailed 
“shop drawings.” 
4. County commissioners, in 
establishing rules relative to 
approval of plans for such fa­ 
cilities, may not impose condi­ 
tions which are inconsistent with 
state laws or regulations of the 
State Health Department. 
5. Any person or firm propos­ 
ing or constructing such im­ 
provements shall pay the coun­ 
ty all reasonably related ex­ 
penses incurred by the board 
and the expenses shall be pre­ 
sumed to be reasonable until 
the contrary is shown. 


6. Inspectors acting under au­ 
thority of county commissioners 
relative to sewage work, con­ 
struction and maintenance may 
not also inspect for relevant 
plumbing under alleged authori­ 
ty delegated by local health au­ 
thorities, but may do so if pro­ 
visions of the revised code are 
complied with.
